Supposing the number to be
seven, four would constitule a legal gquorum, and
three belng a wpajority, that quorum could legall
met, although the fourth should refuse to join (ﬁmé
or should opposa Lhelr action C nsegquently, If o
return from A clty having five or seven aldermen Is
slgned by three of them, It may ben valld and legal
relurn, becanse only four may have besn present,
and ln such & case, three Delng a majority, those
present oduld legally act, although the fourth should
oppose their action and refuse to join them.

Where It nppears
by letters or Ogurgy in the first lne and by 4itto
m.atks or dois in thé foliowiog line that the same
class of candidates reestved the same vole there can
ba no ground for rej=ction. The word ditto nnd 1ts
abbreviation to “do,” and dots or marks (hat stand
fur the word ditto, are 10 common nse and have a
perfectly well deflned meaning known to persons
generally. That meaning shouid not be disregardad,
We answer the question in the aflirmative,

Quartion 11—Hare the governor and counstl the
legal right to declde wiunl kind of evideucs they
will recelve and what the mode of proceeding befors

*Answer—We assume thal the genuineness of the
return referred to relates elther to the sigoatares of
the officers signing, or tothe alerations ol the re-
turns. The governor and counell bave no power to
reject the returns on ellher grounas, unlass an.ol-
jection 1o writing (s presentsd to them sciting Torth
that ithe sigonatures of such offloers, or somns
one of them, mre Dol genulne, or thst
the return bhas been altered atier it was signed,
Then potice thersol should be given to all persons
interesied, and where adjudiciating upon falls,
the goveruor knd councll atiould bs governed 1o the
admlisslon of evidence given by the astublished
rules of evidenes. In accordance with the law of
this Stale, the wilnesses should be duly sworn,
thist  they muy be punishiabie for the
erime of perjury, If they willfully or corruptly
vestify falsely. The governor and councll have no
right to relsct returns for such cause, without giving
the parties Interestad therein & falr opportunity to be
heant. The ginuineness of relurns in these pur-
teulars is (0 De presumed, and this presumption
remalns untll overcoms by evidence procured as be-
fore sald.

Question 12 If the governor and councll have be-
fore tham two lists of voles returned from the same
town, diffaring maoterially from each other In the
nomber of voles returned as cast for Lhe same per-
sons, but identical In all other respeets, both having
been duly recelved at the seeretury's office, and they
hnve no evidence o determine which is the true ang
mﬂglue return, are they to treat elther of themn as
valld?

Answer—When two lists of votes are returnea to
the offica of secretary of state by the clerk of any elty,
town, or plantation, and both dyly certified, the re-
turn first recelvad at the offlce of the secretary must
be the basls of action for the governor and counetl
of the defective or not true copy of tho record. It
can be corrected or defects supplied only In Rocord-
ance with_the provisions of the statuta relating
thereto, This government rests upon the greas con-
stitutionsl axiom that all power Is Ioherent in the
people; It 1s a government of the peo-
ple, by the people and for the peopls, and
If ndministered In the spirit of 1ts founders, It shall
not perish from the earth. “Its constitution was
formed,"” to use the gt expreasion of one whose
memory is embalmed in the heart of his countrymen,
“by the plain ple, and the plaln peopls must ag-
ministar 1t."  The ballot 15 the pride, s weall s the
protection, of ail, 1t 18 the frusst Inaleation of the
popalar will. The ofMalal returns reguired from the
munielpal oMcers of Lhe several plantations, towns
and eltles are and will be made by “*plaln people,”
and made, o0, In a hurey and bustle, and In the
axcliament of an election they areé not required to be
writlen with the serupulous picety of (nhe writiug
master, or with the teennleal accuracy of a plea In
abatement; the senténces may be usgramm
Lthe sﬁelllng mny deviata from the recognizad stand-
ard, but the retarns are not orought Lo naughbt be-
cause the penmanship may be poor, the language un-
grmmatical, or the spelling erroneous. 1t is enough
If the returns ean be understood, and, and=rsiood,
full effect should be given to thelr natural an 1 obvl-
ous meaning. They am notto be strangled by idle
technlealities, nor Is thelr meaning (o be distorted by
carpings and capllous eritlcism. When that meaning
Is a<certalned there should be no hesttation in giv-
Ing It full éfect. Tone language of Justice Morton In
Strong vs. Peter, 20 Plek., 484, 1s pecullariy appro-
priate to Lhe subject under discussion What he asks
ahall be the consequence of the omission by the se-
lectmen or town clerk to perforn any of these, thelr
prescribed dutles, and upon whem shall it fall for
wilful neglest of duty? The officers would undoobt-
ediy ba liable to punishment. but shall the whole
town be disfranchised by reason of the fraud
or negilgence of their oMeers? Thils would be pun-
Ishing the Innoecent for the fraud of the guilty. It
wotlld be more just amnd more con=onant to the
genlus and spliit of our institutions to tuitlct sevare
pem;ltlo-_d upon misponduct, intentional or accident-
al, of officers. But to recelve volss whenever they
can b: ascertnired with reasonabie certainty, If no
relurit or any Imperfect one c¢an be recalvad,
Ikt It be sapplied or comected by the orlg-
Inal record, If any there bs, Relurns ﬂbmft!
